tended that Southern California is not “tourist conscious.” 

We concur very heartily in the editorial comment expressed int 
a recent issue of The San Francisco Chronicle, which drives home 
the point that money spent by tourists is a benefit to the entire com: 
munity. The Chronicle said: 

A friend of ours the other day criticized the spetiding of money 
to bring conventions and tuurists to San Francisco. “for the bene- 
fit,” he said, “of only the down hotels. What good,” he continued, 
“does that do to the owner of a house out in the Sunset?” 

Our friend had not thought it out. Californians Inc., which is 
in business of bringing tourists to this city, has worked it out vivid- 
ly in his little booklet, “Mr. Martin Brown Discovers San Fran- 
cisco.” This is the tale of the average tourist party and its average 
spending. 

Ata glance the reader sees that our friend’s Sunset house own- 
er may be renting his house to a hotel barber whose job is shav- 
ing and shearing tourists, or a laundryman or cleaner who washes | 
or presses their clothes, or a gas station attendant who fills their. 
tank. or a waiter who serves their meals, or a druggist who sup- | 
plies their tooth paste, or a musician to whose fiddle they dance, | 
or an usher who shows them their seats at the movie, or a to- 
bacconist who hands out their cigarettes, or he may himself sell 
them their camera supplies. | 

One could go on and on and on with this possibility, and in in- 
numerable variations. The tourist dollar ramifies everywhere. And | 
it is estimated that the 1,273,073 tourists who visited San Fran. | 
cisco and Central and Northern California in 1937 left behind | 
them seventy-one million of these dollars.

In Appreciation of Mrs. Lena Rantz

One of the abiding compensa- 
tions of a minister's life is the op- 
portunity to associate in a great 
cause with folks of rich talents 
and sterling character. Thus came 
to me the jov of association with 


Mrs Lena Rantz for thirteen 
vears, and out of that close asso- 
ciation grew a friendship that will 
always be one of the happy mem- 
mories of El Dorado County. I 
had not been long in El Dorado 
County until I realized that Mrs. 
Rantz had an unusually wide ac- 
quaintance in all parts of the 
county, and that there was a high 
percentage of genuine friendships 
among her acquaintainces. Her 
fine musical ability and magnifi- 
cent voice. which were always in 
demand. could for the wide ac- 
quaintance, but not for her ereat 
number of friends. These she won 
because of her zenuine interest in 
people and her ability to discern 
and appreciate the best qualities 
in the tolks she met 

She had a great love for El Do- 
rado County and its people. When 
the time came that she might have 
gone to a larger center of popula- 
tion to live, where it is supposed 
she might have had more oppor- 
tunity to enjoy the things she was 
especially interested in, she decid- 
ed to stay in El Dorado County. 
“because my friends are here, and 
here I can do some good.” She 
had no hesitancy in choosing her 
friendships rather than — superior 
advantages city life is supposed to 
offer. And her spirit of unself- 
ish service was manifested not 
only in her unusual musical talents. 
Her co-operation with her beloved 
husband in his work as a physi- 
cian is remembered gratefully in 
many a home in the county. None 
of us will ever know just how 
much her co-operation meant to 
him in the hard days of the great 
“flu” epidemic when the “beloved 
physician” was overworked to the 
breaking point. She gave full co- 
operation to him in his work as he 


gave himself unstintedly

patients Along with her artistic 
temperament and training she had 
also a keen appreciation of the 
worth and necessity of more com- 
monplace things. 

She was always svmpathetie with 
those who suffered. Part of this 
was undoubtedly the result of sor- 
rows which came into her own life. 
Only those who knew her best 
knew how deeply the sorrows of 
her life had plowed into her soul, 
and could appreciate how bravely 
she met the hard things of her 
life. Often as she sang with a 
pathos that moved all hearts be- 
side some babv grave. we knew 
she was pouring out the sorrow of 
her heart over the twin sons who 
died at their birth. She did not 
often speak of her own losses and 
disappointments, but on these oc- 
casions we knew how deeplv she 
felt them. Only a few close friends 


were with her at Union cemetery in 
the twilight of a September eve- 
ning of 1927, when the ashes of 
her husband were placed in their 
final resting place and heard her 
sing without accompaniment “Sleep 
on Beloved. sleep and take thy 
rest.” but those who were there 
got a glimpse of the deep wound 


left in her heart by her sorrow. 


Mrs. Rantz was active in various 
organizations and in various causes, 
but she gave the work of her 
church first place in her program 
and loyalty. Like the ancient see 
“she had respect unto the recom- 
pense of reward” and thought of 
this work as being of more per- 
manent value to the community 
than anything else she did. It was 
quite in accord with life-time habit 


that she wanted to be at church 
on February 13, and take her part 
in the services. She chose this 
work where she believed her abili- 
ties would be most effective, and 
gave unstintedly of her time and 
talents. The words of the Great 
Teacher concerning another woman 
who rendered loving service are 
peculiarly applicable to Mrs.

WASHINGTON (lp) — The federal 
government’s gross deficit crossed the 
$1,000,000,000 mark Feb. 21, the trea- 
sury daily statement disclosed today. 

At $1,008,685,794, the gross deficit, 
| which takes into account expenditures 
for debt retirement, was approximately 
$286,000,000 below the estimate for the 
current fiscal year forecast in the Pres- 
ident’s January budget. 

Income since last June 30 totaled $3,- 
808,144,784, compared with $2,656,464,- 
551 in the 1937 fiscal period. 

Expenditures aggregated $4,816,830,- 
/578, against $4,664,120,621 in the cor- 
responding period last year. 

The net deficit—exclusive of public 
debt retirements—amonnted fo $956,- 
161,004. 

The President estimated the net de- 
ficit for the 1938 fiscal year would be 
about $1,008,129,600.
